TROOPS. 


General Otis W ill Probably 
Be 
Front o f Maloins by Night. 
Washington, March SO.—When Gen­ 
eral Otis reported to the war depart­ 
ment yesterday that the American troops 
under MacArthur had again taken up 
their advance, there was renewed expec­ 
tation of fighting and decisive develop­ 
ments. General Otis’ dispatch covered 
much ground, not only in showing the 
position of our forces, but also the ex­ 
tent of the advance contemplated for the 
lay. 
The halt and rest of the day be­ 
fore gave a new aspect to the advance, 
for instead of a long continued fight 
with jaded troops and exhausted sup­ 
plies, MacArthur began practically a 
new advance yesterday, with his men 
refreshed aud well supplied. 
Major Simpson, who is closely follow­ 
ing rh** movement of the troops by 
moans of the military map, regarded 
General Otis' dispatch as showing that 
the plan was to roach Bigaa, seven miles 
from Malolos. last night, aud there wait 
Blini tolay for the final advance on Ma­ 
lolos. The two towns mentioned—Bo 
cavc and Bigaa—are the only ones along 
the line of march, and thev are small 
pueblos. 
I he bridge over the Maniac river has 
been burned, but all reports indicate 
that the engineers have succeeded in re­ 
pairing it. 
Bigas is just beyond the 
Bu moan river, so that General Otis* re­ 
port that MacArthur’* advance “ will 
continue to Bigaa” wa# construed to 
m**nn that the two rivers would be 
fm-. vim I before the advance closed. 
Be­ 
ing seven miles from Malolos, our fort* 
can either cover that distance today or 
use turn ■-onrhward and reduce the 
large city of Bulacan on the left. The 
expectation here is that they will keep

Recalled by th© Beef In vest iga rom. 
Ccwecta a Former statem ent. 
Washington, March 30.—The military 
court appointed to inquire into General 
Mile#’ charge# concerning the beef sup­ 
plied to the army during the Spanish 
war, hod former Commissary General 
Eagan before it yesterday cm recall, and 
also heard the testimony of Rear Ad­ 
miral Stewart mid Paymaster Colby of 
the navy, and Major Black and Captain 
Pomeroy, volunteer officers, who were 
engaged in the commissary service at 
Ponce daring General Miles’ Porto Ri­ 
can campaign. 
General Kogan's testimony was not 
startling. 
He stated that Messrs Ar- 
incur & C a, had put in a bid to supply 
beef to be preserved by a process of their 
own, but that he had not considered it. 
He also modified a former statement to 
the effect that the 24-hour clause in the 
beef contract had crept in as a clerical 
error. 
There was an apparent effort on the 
part of Major Lee to show that Senator 
Hanna had sought to influence the con­ 
tracts, but General Eagan asserted that 
he did not know the senator, and no ex­ 
planation was made of the introduction 
of his name.

TO CUKE POLO IN O NE DAV 
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Defied the Treaty—Ultim atum Sent to 
the A lleged K ing Who Commenced 
the A ttack—German 
Consul Hone 
Discouraged the Natives R eturning 
to Their Homes. 


Auckland, March 80.—Advices from 
Apia, Samoa, dated March 28, are to the 
©ff*x>t that after an ultimatum to Ma- 
taafa’s tribesmen had been ignored and 
the rebels ha/1 begun an attack in the 
direction of the American and British 
consulates, the American cruiser Phila- 
delphi© and the British cruiser Porpoise 
opened fire on the distant villages. Sev* 
eral shore villages were burned, and 
then- were a number of casualties among 
the American aud British sailors and 
marines. 
It is impossible te estimate 
the number of natives killed. 
The bombardment has continued in­ 
termittently for eight days. 
Several 
villages have been burned, and there 
have been a number of casualties among 
the American aud British sailors aud 
marines. 
As Mataafa and his chiefs, constitut- 
ing the provisional government, con­ 
tinued to defy the treaty after the ar­ 
rival of the Philadelphia, Admiral Kaufz 
summoned the various consuls and the 
senior naval officers to a conference on 
board the Philadelphia, when the whole 
situation was carefully canvassed. 
The 
upshot was a resolution to dismiss the 
provisional government, and Admiral 
Kautx issued a proclamation calling up­ 
on Mataafa and his chiefs to return to 
their jhomes. 
Mataafa evacuated Mulinuu, the town 
he had made his headquarters, and went 
into the interior. 
Herr Rose, the German consul at Apio, 
issued a proclamation supplementing 
the one he had issued several weeks be­ 
fore, upholding the provisional govern­ 
ment. 
As a result of this the Mataafans 
ass*1 rubied in large force aud hemmed 
in the town. 
The British cruiser Royalist brought 
the Malietoa prisoners from the islands 
to which they had been transferred by 
the provisional government. 
The Americans then fortified Mulinuu, 
where 2 2 ,0 0 0 Malietoans took refuge. 
The rebels—the adherents of Mataafa— 
barricaded the roads within the munici­ 
pality and seized the British houses, 
An ultimatum was then sent to them, 
ordering them to evacuate and threaten­ 
ers? them, in the event of refusal, with 
a bombardment to commence at I o’clock 
on the afternoon of March 15. This was 
ignored aud the rebels commenced an 
attack in the direction of the United 
Stales aud British consulates, about half 
an hour before the time fixed for the 
bombardment. 
The Philadelphia, Por­ 
poise and Royalist opened fire upon the 
distant villages. 
There was great diffi­ 
culty m locating the enemy, owing to 
dense forests, but several shore villages 
were soon in flames. 
A defective shell from the Philadel­ 
phia exploded near the American con­ 
sulate, aud the marines outside narrow­ 
ly escaped. 
A fragment struck the leg 
of Private Rudge, shattering it so badly 
as to necessitate amputation. 
Another 
fragment traversed to the German con­ 
sulate, smashing the crockery. 
The 
Germans then went on board the Ger­ 
man cruiser Faike. 
During the night the rebels made a 
hot attack on the town, killing three 
British sailors. 
A British marine was 
shot in the leg by a sentry of his 
own party, another was shot in the foot 
and an American sentry was killed at 
his post. 
The lxjmbardmeut"coutinning, the in­ 
habitants of the town took refuge on 
board the Royalist, greatly crowding 
the vessel 
Many people are leaving 
Samoa, the captain of the Royalist urg­ 
ing them to go, so as not to interfere 
with the military operations. 
The Porpoise has shelled the villages 
east mid west of Apia and captured 
many boat© 
The Americans and British are fight­ 
ing splendidly together, but there is a 
bitter feeling against the Germans. 
Two men, a British and a German 
subject, have been arrested as spies. 
The bombardment of the jungle was 
for a time very hot.

New Madrid, Mo., March SO.—The 
Steamer Rowena Lee, with about 81 
passengers aboard besides her crew, ex­ 
ploded opposite Tyler, Mo., late yester­ 
day afternoon and immediately sank 
'yith all on board except Captain George 
Carven aud one of the crew. 
The steamer left Cairo with 10 pass­ 
engers aboard, bound for Memphis. At 
Caruthersville, Mo., she landed and 
took aboard 15 more passengers. It is 
estimated that, with passengers and 
crew, she then had aboard about 50 peo­ 
ple. She made the next lauding at Ty­ 
ler, Mo., and at 4 o’clock yesterday aft­ 
ernoon backed into midriver from Tyler 
to proceed on her journey. 
The steamer had just reached th© 
middle of the river when she suddenly 
stopped and lurched as if a snag had 
been struck. The next moment the boat 
parted in the middle, a volume of steam 
and debris arose and the detonation of 
an explosion thundered over the water. 
The river is running very high and 
the steamer immediately sank with all 
on board but the captain and one of the 
crew. 
They clung to wreckage and 
were saved by boats.

Harry' T. Armstrong of Memphis A r 
rested on Serious Charges.

Memphis, March 30.—Harry T. Arm­ 
strong, cashier of the Continental Na­ 
tional bank, has been arrested by Unit­ 
ed States Marshal Baker on a warrant 
baaed on the complaint of District At­ 
torney George Randolph and charging 
Armstrong with making false entries as 
to the loans and discounts of the bauk 
and making a false repent as to the 
amount of overdrafts due the bank with 
a purpose to deceive the controller of the 
currency, and with intent to defraud 
the Continental bauk of Memphis and 
to deceive the president aud directors of 
the bank aud any agents that might 
hereafter be appointed bv the controller 
of the currency to examine the affairs 
of the bauk.

CUBAN 
LOANS 


Spain Will D em and a .sacrifice o f the 
Bondholders. 
Lindon, March 30.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Standard says: “The 
decree fixing a credit for the payment 
of the interest cm the Cuban debt de­ 
clares that Spain holds herself bound in 
honor for the loans, but she still con­ 
fiders she has the right to claim from 
the parties who have taken over Cuban 
sovereignty the execution of all obliga- 
ti ohs and hypothecated guarantees of 
Cuban loans, if obtainable. 
“ The negotiations are thus foreshad­ 
owed. The whole question of the amor­ 
tisation of tho Cuban debt will shortly 
bo submitted to the corf es, as absorbing 
credits destined for other service. The 
publication of the decree made a sensa­ 
tion, as it was the first intmation that 
sacrifices would be demanded of the 
bondholders.”
